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In the long history of struggle for 
the acceptance of homosexuality, David 
Scondras has become something of a mile- 
stone. 

Elected two years ago to a seat on 
Boston's City Council, Scondras ran and 
serves as that city's first elected city 
official who happens to be gay--openly 
gay. 

That has been no small feat in a 
community as tradition-bound as Boston, 
and Scondras will speak about the 
experience when he delivers the keynote 
address to Lambda Center's upcoming 
annual fall fundraiser at the newly 
renovated historic Hotel Easton.

Cash-bar cocktails will be served 
during a reception hour that is to begin 
at 6:30 p.m.

Scondras has won both gay and non- 
gay support from his constituents in 
Boston's District 8, which includes 
Center City, Beacon Hill, Fenway and 
Mission Hill. 

A member of the council's Housing and 
Education Committee, he was a sponsor and 
chief proponent of a strong human rights 
ordinance passed a year ago, and he is 
currently receiving broad support, 
especially from the non-gay community, 
for his work in behalf of new housing 
programs.

Scondras is expected to speak about 
grassroots organizing efforts and, in 
fact, will be making his visit to the 
Lehigh Valley not from Boston but from 
Washington, D.C., where he will be 
attending a conference for gay elected 
office holders. 

The program will also include the 
presentation of the first Lehigh Valley 
Lambda Awards to honor individuals for 
their volunteer efforts in helping to 
build and organize the gay community. 

Recipients have been chosen from 
more than 20 nominees by a special 
selection committee appointed by the Lambda 
Center board, The awards will be given for 
"comunity service," "humanitarian service” 
and "lifetime achievement."

Lambda Center Scouting 
For Executive Director 





Attention, gays and lesbians of the 
Lehigh Valley: The Lambda Center is "head 
hunting" for a full-time paid executive 
director. 

It has become apparent to the Lambda 
Center's board that it cannot depend on 
volunteer help alone. As tireless and 
caring as many have been in helping to 
make the Lambda Center a success, it has 
become too much for volunteers alone. 

With so many of the center's activists 
having overflowing calendars, attending 
one meeting after another, the Lambda 
Center's board believes that, at this 
crucial moment in the center's history, 
it needs to take bold steps to keep it 
viable. 

The board formally reached this 
decision at its October meeting, but 
discussions about hiring a director have 
been going on for more than a year. Althoueh 
the full list of job qualifications has yet 
to be drawn up, some have been been dis- 
cussed. For one, the executive director 
would work part-time for the Lambda Center 
and part-time for the AIDS Services Center. 

The duties would include working 
with volunteers, helping to coordinate the 
various groups and committees that fall 
under the umbrella of the Lambda Center 
and, of course, fund raising. 

In the highly competitive fund 
raising environment of the 1980s, the 
center feels it needs an individual to 
devote a great deal of time to raising 
revenues. The board knows that if the 
center is to survive, it must have someone 
who is skilled in writing grant proposals 
and who knows how to tap all potential 
funding sources. 


The board would also like to see a 
full-time person supervise its day-to-day 
affairs, spending a certain number of 
hours each day at the center, making the 
space more available to members of the 
gay and lesbian community. The director 
would also be available to take telephone 
calls, accept mail and complete simple 
household tasks. 

It was also agreed that the executive 
director would need to be someone who is 
willing tobe public about his or her 
sexual orientation and to speak for the 
center when the need arises. 

Says Lambda Center president Paul 
Kendall, "What we need is a person who 
will be dedicated to the job." 

Of course, a great deal needs to be 
done before an executive director is 
hired. Although a salary range has been 
discussed, no firm figures have been 
decided. The board is hoping to offer 
a fixed amount and then consider bonuses 
or other types of compensation, depending, 
at least in part, on the director's 
ability to raise funds. 

The next step is to advertise that 
the position is open. An ad hoc committee 
of three board members has been formed 
to compose the ad. It will run in the 
local and national gay media and in the 
local press, as well. 

The directors of the Lambda Center 
realize that they are taking a big step 
in hiring an executive director. But it 
is a step they feel must be taken if the 
center 4s to grow and meet the challenges 
of the future.

Lehigh University, one of the most 
conservative non-affiliated (religion) 
colleges in the northeastern United 
States, recently granted official 
recognition to the school's Human 
Diversity League, a two-and-a-half-year- 
old union of gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
supportive students. 

The official recognition "will lend 
legitimacy to the group and the decision 
has long been in the waiting," according 
to Mr. Ethan Felson, the league's 
chairperson. 

University recognition enables the

night, when new students sign up for various 
school clubs; and to apply for university 
funding. 

According to the group's constitution, 
its purpose is "to increase awareness of 
sexual minorities on campus." To that end,

Lehigh's present enrollment is 6,000 
students, which includes both undergraduate 
and graduate students.

Lectures From Rome To Rumours
